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NATHANIEL DICKINSON 


NATHANIEL DICKINSON was bom in England about 1600. He 
died June 16, 1676, Hadley, Mass. The exact burial spot 
is not known but it is supposed to be in the old Hadley 
Cemetery near that of his son Nehemiah. A fine boulder 
given by Mrs. Hellie Dickinson Hartnett has been erected 
near the spot* He married about 1629/30 to Anna 
widow of William Gull, She died before Nathaniel as she 
was not mentioned in his Will. 

Nathaniel must have had an excellent education as shown by 
the outstanding work which he did in Wethersfield. Conn./ 
and Hadley, Mass. He may have been trained by private 
tutors as he did not graduate from either Cambridge or 
Oxford. 

Just how and when he came to America is not known. It is 
quite probable that he landed at Watertown, Mass. He 
evidently did not remain there long as no member of the 
Dickinson family is mentioned in Watertown history. Stiles 
thought he came to Wethersfield in 1635-16 36. He probably 
came overland from Watertown and followed the same trail 
as the Thomas Hooker party which settled Hartford, Conn. 

In 1637 he was ehosen town clerk of Wethersfield and 
served for twenty years. He helped survey Broad Street 
and lay out the home lots for some of the early settlers. 
He served in the House of Magistrates at Hartford from 
1646*1656 . 

In 1659 he joined the Russell Expedition and removed to 
Hadley, Mass. all of his sons went with him but some of 
them returned to Connecticut at a later date«

He took a very active part in the settlement of Hadley, Mass, 
He was a deacon in the first church and the first town clerk. 
He was one of the founders and a trustee of Hopkins Academy, 
the first grammar school in the country. He was a member of 
the train band and served in many other ways* He lost three 
sons in the Indian T Jars.

JOSEPH (Thomas, Joseph, Nathaniel) born May 1694. Died May 8, 
1762, '''allinttford, Conn. Prob. married Hester • 
He administered his father's estate in 1718 and April 10, 
1722 bought the homeland and buildings thereon. He also 
bought the shares of his sisters , Phebe and Mary and they went 
to Wethersfield to live. March 28, 1731, he sold to Samuel 
Loveland 4 acres of land bordering on Hurlburt Brook with man- 
sion house thereon. He bought several pieces of land in 
Wethersfield and in 1742 bought land in Wallingford, Conn. 
In July 1746, the wife of Joseph was admitted to the church 
in the Meridan section of Wallingford. Joseph was admitted 
to the same church Feb. 28, 1762. On May 23, 1759, Jof©P*\ 
and Hezekiah sold to Daniel Hougfc, 11 acres of land with their- 
dwelling house which was bought of Ebenezer Cowls # On Oct. 13, 
1760, Joseph and Hezekiah released to Joseph and Lois Wardell; 
Abijah Hobart; and Rachel Frisbie their claim to the land of 
Capt. Samuel Frisbie, late of Branford, deceased. This record 
would indicate some relationship with the Frisbie family but no 
proof has yet been found. The inventory of Joseph's estate is 
recorded June 21, 1762 at Wallingford, Conn. Hezekiah was 
executor. Estate consisted of a small piece of land with house 

and barn.

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ffiZEKlAH (Joseph, Thomas, Joseph, Nathaniel) born *pril 13, 
1729. Died June 15 , 1784. (Torrinsford Oh.) Married 
Susanna a twin daughter of Caleb and Hannah (Ensign) Benton. 
She was bp. Feb, 23, 1728/29 in 2nd Church, Hartford, Conn. 
She died in the Fall of 1807-80 yrs., Town Hill Church, New 
Hartford, Conn. She was admitted to 1st Church of Meriden, 
Conn*, Aug, 21, 1752, Hezekiah first settled in the Meriden 
section of v;allingfora. Removed to Woodbury, Conn., later 
to Torringford and finally to New Hartford, Conn. On March 
28, 1763, Hannah, widow of Caleb Benton bequeathed to her 
daughter Susanna, wife of Hezekiah Dickinson of Woodbury, 
Conn., land which she had received from her brother Thomas 
Ensign. Deed signed in '''allingf ord, Conn., and recorded in 
Hartford, Conn. On June 5, 1771, Hezekiah sold his land in 
Woodbury to Edward Frisbee of Woodbury. The record states 
that Hezekiah was from Torrington, Conn. (Woodbury Land Red.) 
On Jan, 13, 1768, Hezekiah bought one acre of land in Torring- 
ton from Jesse Cook of Waterbury, Conn, Dec. 15, 1769, 
sold this land to Elijah Gaylord. This land contained house 
and well and is still in the hands of the Gaylord family ♦ 
On Maroh 16, 1773, Hezekiah bought of Beriah Dudley land in 
New Hartford, Conn* He probably lived in New Hartford until 
his death. In his Will, he leaves his property to his wife 
Susanna but he mentions his daughters, Esther and Lucy to 
whom he had already given their dowry* . On Jan. 24, 1791, 
Susanna; Eliphalet and Esther Ensign; Joseph Cowles and Lucy; 
Abijah and Hannah Wright of tfethersf ield; Molly and Sarah sold 
to Isaac Goodwin Jr., Torrington, Conn., land and house and 
barn which Hezekiah had bought of Beriah Dudley, March 16, 
1773 • Widow Susanna Dickinson of Torringford, Conn. Church 
was admitted to the church at New Hartford, N. Y. She 
probably returned to Connecticut as her death is recorded in 
the Town Hill Church, New Hartford, Conn.
